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Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including a control unit for controlling the 
engine, wherein the control unit is configured to detect an abnormality occurrence in the addition 
device, and to restrict an output torque of the engine in response to detecting the abnormality 
occurrence in the addition device so that a vehicle speed is restricted at or smaller than a 
predetermined value.
